SUPPLEMENT NO. 4, dated as of October 1, 1986, to th Mﬂ%f&%“u
Equipment Trust Agreement, dated as of January 1, 1977 (the SSion

Trust (the "Trust Equipment®) which had become worn out,
unsuitable for use, lost or destroyed;

WHEREAS, Section 4.9 of the Agreement provides that the
Trustee shall hold the Replacement Funds pending the delivery
of additional railroad equipment (the "Additional Egquipment")
to be included in said Equipment Trust; and

WHEREAS, the Company desires to utilize funds remaining in
the Deposited Cash account of said Equipment Trust, if any, in
acquiring the Additional Equipment.

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual covenants
and agreements herein contained, the Parties hereto agree as
follows:

1. In accordance with Section 3.1 of the Agreement, the
Company shall cause the folloving items of new standard gauge
railroad equipment (the "Additional Equipment™) to be
transferred to the Trustee, and hereby assigns to the Trustee
all its right, title and interest in the contracts for the
construction of Additional Equipment:
